-144 par 
1,00 birtha The medical officer ndde that 
the three tawns with the greatest. infantile 
mortality wero: Birkenhead 362, Salford 
351, and Manchestur 343 per 1,000 births, 
Tho mortality among infants in these towns 
exceedéd the mortality among children in 
the concentration camps in South Africas, 
which was at the rate annually of 341 
deaths per 1,000 children during ‘the saine 
three onthe.
